TAIPEI, Fo rmo sa (AP) — The 
Chinese Reds eased u p on the 
Qu femoy s Su nday bu t trained six 
big gu ns on 4 0-acrc Tu ngting Is­ 
land off Amoy , the Defense Min­ 
istry rep o rted. 
The ministry said 80 Natio nal­ 
ist so ldiers were killed o r wou nd­ 
ed on the Qu emo y s in a 24 -hou r 
p erio d ending at 6 p .m. Satu rday . 
(This was the seco nd time the 
Natio nalists hav e giv en o u t casu ­ 
alty figu res on Qu emoy . The fig­ 
u res were fo r a day when shelling 
was u nu su ally light. The Natio nal­ 
ists ano nu nced mo re than 200 so l­ 
diers were killed o r wou nded in 
the o p ening 4 0.000-shell bo mbard­ 
ment of Au g. 23 .) 
Ba rra g e Is Sig nifica nt 
A 70-shell barrage on Tu ngting 
was small in co ntrast to o ther 
bo mbardments bu t it was co nsid­ 
ered significant. Tu ngting, gu ard­ 
ing the sea entrance to the im­ 
p o rtant Red p o rt of Amoy , is a p os 
6 ible target far a Co mmu nist in­ 
v asio n which the Natio nalists say 
can co me at any time. 
The Defense Ministry said that 
u p to 7:15 p .m. Su nday the Red 
gu ns had fired o nly abo u t 500 
shells on the Natio nalist o ffsho re 
o u tp o sts. This was abo u t the same 
gco re as Satu rday . The bo mbard­ 
m ent in the two day s was bu t a 
fractio n of the nu mber of shells 
fired in an ho u r’s time in p rev io u s 
bo mbardments in the 10-day -old 
artillery war. 
Ca pture Impo rta nt to Reds 
Cap tu re of these islands by the 
Reds wou ld help the Co mmu nists 
harass the Natio nalist sea line to 
Big and Little Qu emoy , making 
them 
mo re 
v u lnerable to seiz­ 
u re o f these small islands fo r 
p ro p aganda p u rp o ses. The Reds 
wo u ld ho p e to cu t into the mo rale 
of the Natio nalists on Fo rmo sa. 
Mo reo v er, they wou ld u se the 
crisis thu s created as an o p p o r­ 
tu nity to reo p en a driv e to win a 
seat in the U.N. General Assem 
bly which goes into regu lar ses­ 
sio n in Sep tember. At the least, 
they might p ro mo te an interna­ 
tio nal co nference on the F ar East 
in which they wou ld ex p ect to be 
rep resented and thu s gain so me 
m easu re of internatio nal reco gni­ 
tio n. 
The slackening of the Red artil 
lery o ffensiv e came at a time 
when the United States was sp eed­ 
ing jet fighters and warship s to 
the F ar East to bo lster the already 
reinfo rced 7th Fleet.

Of Possibility 
Of World War 


Charges U. S. W ith 
Plotting Aggression 
Against Red China 


MOSCOW (A P' - The So v iet 
Union Su nday flu ng its to u ghest 
tnd mo st sp ecific challenge to the 
United States since a F ar Eastern 
crisis began brewing o v er Fo r­ 
mo sa and China’s o ffsho re islands, 
Prav da 
warned that the So­ 
v iet Union will go to the aid of 
Red China if there is a clash o v er 
the islands and that su ch a clash 
wou ld inev itably sp read to “o ther 
areas” — in o ther wo rds into i 
world war. 
The 
warning 
was 
linked 
to 
charges that the United States 
was p lo tting “ aggressio n” against 
Red China. It made p lain that 
any United States interference 
with a Red Chinese attem p t to 
“liberate” Fo rmo sa and the off­ 
sho re islands wou ld be regarded 
here as an interference in “an in­ 
ternal affair o f the Chinese p eo ­ 
p le.” 
Prav da’s 
edito rial was siged 
by “ Observ er” . Su ch statements 
in the co mmu nist p arty newsp a­ 
p er no rmally carry the fu ll weight 
of the Kremlin. 
“The o rganizers of armed p ro v ­ 
o catio ns against the Chinese Peo ­ 
p le’s 
Rep u blic shou ld 
no t lu ll 
themselv es by thinking they will 
be able to localize su ch an ev ent,** 
said the newsp ap er “ Any aggres­ 
sion by the United States in the 
Far East wou ld inev itably sharp en 
the whole internatio nal situ atio n 
and lead to a sp read of war to 
o ther areas with all the conse­ 
q u ences that this entails.” 
Declaring that the Sov iet Union 
“will giv e the Chinese Peo p le’s 
Rep u blic the necessary mo ral and 
material help in her ju st stru g­ 
gle,” Prav da said: “Tho se who 
are thinking of armed p ro v o catio n 
mu st no t fo rget that the Chinese 
Peo p le’s Rep u blic is no t a little 
defenseless state where Anherican 
Marines can land with imp u nity . 
. . . It has so mething to defend 
and the necessary means to de­ 
fend it.”

The Long brothers’ method is 
cu rrently the su bject of a patent 
application. 
Welded wire fabric—similar to 
the wire mesh that’s imbedded in 
driv eway constru ction — makes 
possible u se of the lift-slab method 
of roof raising. 
It giv es necessary strength to 
the slab. 
After a similarly 
reinforced 
grou nd slab has set, a pbsstic 
ov erlay is made and the roof is 
pou red ov er a wire reinforcement. 
Motor-driv en

CENTER POSTS ARE ADDED 
for temporary su pport, and walls, 
windows, doors and partitions are 
erected u nder the roof slab.

Here's The Answer 
QUESTION: There is a slight 
sag in ou r dining room floor. I 
hav e been adv ised that something 
called a telescopic screw post will 
correct the condition. Can y ou tell 
me something abou t this? 
ANSWER: The ty pe of post y ou 
mention acts somewhat like a jack 
for an au omobile. A base plate 
is secu red to the basement floor, 
which I presu me is concrete. Use 
ex pansion shields and lag screws 
or baits to make this attachment. 
The post fits on this base and 
ex tends v ertically to the u nderside 
of the sagging floor. There is a 
screw arrangement which raises 
the height of the post, thu s lift­ 
ing the floor. 
Howev er, if y ou 
raise the post height too mu ch 
or too qu ickly , y ou can cau se 
seriou s damage to the floor stru c­ 
tu re. The proper way to do it is 
toraise the post a tiny bit u ntil 
it fits snu gly beween the base­ 
ment floor and the sagging point. 
Let it alone for one week, then 
u se a lev el to determine whether 
the sag has disappeared. If not, 
raise the post another inch or so, 
then let it alone for another week. 
Keep doing this u ntil the lev el 
shows that the floor is absolu tely 
lev el. This gradu al procedu re is 
is the only way to correct the 
sagging condition withou t starting 
new trou ble. 
QUESTION: The backs of ou r 
bedroom chairs hav e intricae car­ 
v ed mou ldings which are finished 
in a gold or gilt color. A piece 
of the mou lding on one chair broke 
off some time ago. I meant to 
glu e it back on, bu t nev er got 
arou nd to it. Now I hav e lost the 
broken piece. Is it possible to re­ 
place this? The broken part is 
only abou t 3 inches long. 
ANSWER: You may not be able 
to bu y mou lding to match the 
kino on the chair, bu t any place 
which deals in millwork can make 
tt u p for y ou . It may cost more 
than y ou think, becau se it will 
take almost as long to make u p 
one piece of mou lding to speci­ 
fications as to make u p 100 pieces 
There 
is 
something 
else 
y ou 
might try —wood pu tty or one of 
the plastic wood materials. Place 
a strip of it where the mou lding 
is broken and then shape it care­ 
fu lly to match the rest of the 
mou lding by u sing y ou r fingers and 
any small, pointed tool. This is 
actu ally a form of scu lptu re. If 
y ou don’t get an ex act match the 
first time, scrape off the pu tty 
before it gets too hard and start 
again. Once y ou hav e su cceeded 
in getting a satisfactory resu lt, 
allow the pu tty to harden. Then 
u se a matching gold or bronze 
paint, which will fu rther help to 
disgu ise the patch. 
QUESTION: I recently bou ght 
an u nfinished cabinet made of 
white pine. I want to stain it a 
reddish color, somewhat‘like cer­ 
tain kinds of mahogany I hav e 
seen. A friend of mine say s he j 
pu t a red stain on a white pine 
bookcase a few y ears ago and 
got a poor resu lt ev en thou gh ha 


followed the directions v ery care­ 
fu lly . What is y ou r adv ice? 
ANSWER: Occasionally , 
white 
pine will take a red stain fairly 
well, bu t more often than not the 
resu lt will be u nsatisfactory . Red 
stain seems to take v ery u n­ 
ev enly on white pine, produ cting 
contrasting 
colors 
on 
different 
parts of the wood. If y ou still 
plan to take a chance on u sing 
a 
red stain, giv e the wood a coat of 
thin shellac first, which will help 
to minimize the chances of u n­ 
ev en coloring. Bu t test this first 
on a part of the cabinet that does 
not show. Then if it comes ou t 
all right, y ou can go ahead. 


DON’T—be distracted by either 
talking to or hav ing somebody talk 
to y ou while y ou are making a 
cu t; tu rn off the machine if y ou 
want to conv erse. 
DON’T—stand in front of the 
machine while making a cu t; stty 
ju st enou gh to the side so that 
y ou will not be hit shou ld there 
be a kickback of the material 
being cu t. 
DON’T—ov erlook the u se of a 
dado set for cu tting groov es and 
dadoes of v ariou s thicknesses.

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Mankind's Greatest Labor Movement 


On some fu tu re Labor Day , before the 
tu rn of this centu ry , it is going to be ev ident 
to ev ery body who does something u sefu l with 
his time and talent that the “labor mov e­ 
ment” has become all-inclu siv e in the United 
States. 
America, itself, is going to be the “labor 
mov ement”—the greatest in the history of 
mankind. 
This transformation of a holiday that orig­ 
inated as a bid for recognition of the dignity 
of laborers and later dev eloped into a day 
for the celebration of labor’s organised power 
in the United States already is well adv anced* 
The laborer of the 
19 th centu ry 
whose 
dignity had not been recognized has no cou nt­ 
erpart in the mid-20th centu ry . There is no 
need any more to celebrate labor’s organized 
power, either, becau se it is as self-ev ident 
as the organized power of capital and man- 
agment, the other two elements in pro­ 
du ction. 
Bu t there is great need to u nderstand what 
has happened in a cou ntry that can think 
of labor as something men do to ju stify their 
liv es, not as something men are called be­ 
cau se they are not something else that wou ld 
be preferable. 


IN AMERICA, ev ery body who works is a 
member of labor. The “laboring class,” that 
concept 
which has been so u sefu l to the 
strategists of class warfare, is all-embracing. 
Labor takes in the entire range of workers, 
withou t drawing lines of distinction between 
jobs. It inclu des women operating complicat­ 
ed machines in offices, technicians, manag­ 
ers, research sppecialists, maintenance em­ 
ploy ees, nu rses, tru ck driv ers — ev ery body 


who does a u sefu l job in the v ast and intri­ 
cate complex of 20th centu ry enterprise. It 
is the boss and the messenger boy . 
A1 of them perform labor, and no one is 
u naware of the irony that many of those 
who work hardest are “laborers” at desks 
in front offices. By the same token many of 
the “laborers” who are giv en the greatest 
consideration are “ou t in the shop.” 
Karl Marx wou ld not know what to do 
with a proletarian in America who can own 
his own home, an au tomobile, go to night 
school to improv e his chances and bu y a 
few shares of stock. He wou ldn’t fit into 
any of Marx ’s preconceiv ed ideas abou t the 
“working class.” 


THERE IS NOT, in tru th, any “working 
class” in America that poor Marx wou ld be 
able to identify if he were so ill-starred as 
to be permitted to retu rn to earth long enou gh 
to see where he erred in his ideas abou t 
class warfare. 
To be su re, warfare is still being agitated 
by people who nev er ou tgrew Marx ’s idea 
that it is inev itable. There are some of them 
in the United States. Bu t there has come to 
he an air of u nreality abou t their warfare, 
like a battle in a play on the stage. The 
“spear carriers” aren’t pu tting their backs 
or their hearts into class warfare any more. 
They realize there is no real issu e to be 
settled that way —that labor in the United 
States is something people do, not something 
people are. 
They are members of the greatest labor 
mov ement of all time—an entire cou ntry in 
which there is no stigma on those who labor, 
only on those who don’t. 


Teachers With Fixed Bayonets 


Wou ld not there finally come a September 
school opening in the 1960s when the prospect 
of sending U.S. troops to Sou thern schools 
again wou ld be more than American citizens 
cou ld stomach? 
And wou ld there not come a time, also, 
when ev en the prospect of keeping New York 
City schools open with police patrols wou ld 
make Americans say , “Something has gone 
wrong with an edu cational sy stem that u ses 
soldiers with bay onets and policemen with 
clu bs”? 
No city , no school district, no state and no 
section of the cou ntry can afford to feel smu g 
abou t their relativ e lack of trou ble, either. 
The things that hav e happened in places like 
Little Rock, Ark., and Brookly n, N. Y., can 
happen any where, any time. 


THE EDUCATIONAL sy stem of the United 
States is at the mercy of all who take it into 
their heads to oppose it, becau se the law 
say s it mu st serv e its opponents as well as 
its friends. 


It mu st make a v aliant, if foolish and fu tile, 
effort to edu cate the edu cable and the ined­ 
u cable side by side. It mu st pu t the race- 
rioter and the bona fidest u den* in the same 
classroom. It mu st keep a wary ey e on the 
teen-age hoodlu m with a switch-blade knife 
hidden in his pocket while it tires to make 
scholars ou t of moppets whose ancestors came 
to America to hav e a chance to go to school. 
In the worst places, where the seamy side 
of the American dream is the only side any ­ 
one ev er sees, the edu cational sy stem of the 
United States mu st try to ju stify its ex istence 
u nder handicaps so u nbearably heav y that 
they wou ld be more fitting for prisons than 
schools. 


They are, in fact, the handicaips of prison 
management. 


They are the su llen, sav age, ignorant hos­ 
tility of destru ctionists to all constru ctiv e ef­ 
fort—and no school teacher or administrator 
shou ld be asked to bear them. 


Once Over 


Silliest qu estion of the y ear was asked at 
Eisenhower press session when somebody in­ 
qu ired if he planned to take a v acation and 
“get away from it all” this season. 
Ike shou ld hav e replied: “Let’s face it. A 
president is no longer su pposed to hav e ev en 
an ou tside chance of rest and relax ation these 
day s. The people won’t stand for it. They do 
not elect him to White Hou se; they sentence 
him to fou r y ears at hard labor. 
“ A President has the same chance to get a 
rest as a squ irrel on a hot tin roof. He know* 
no eight-hou r day or fiv e-day week. 


•‘ONCE IN THE WHITE HOUSE, a chief 
ex ecu tiv e cancels ou t all su ch v acation joy s 
as choosing his own hideaway , going withou t 
shav ing for three day s, fishing in a dry pond, 
going clamming in a pair of tattered tru nks, 
sleeping away a whole afternoon in a baggy 
hammock on a delapidated porch, and stand­ 
ing on his head in a bird bath with nothing 
wrapped arou nd him ex cept an old towel. 
“The joy of pu tting u p a sign 
Triv ate, 
Keep Ou t’ and ‘Beware of Dog’ is denied 
him. He can nev er be alone. 
“The great satisfaction of sending ‘Wish 
y ou were here* postcards to people he hardly 
knows is lost to him, as nobdy wou ld wish 
to join him in any su ch v acation as he is 
forced to endu re. 
“ GENTLEMEN, YOU KNOW better tha n 
any body else that a v acation in the tru e sense 
is nev er permitted me, least of all by y ou 
boy s. 
“My doctors and adv isers all say that in 
v iew o f my two illnesei, I sho uld ta ke 
things 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE in the United 
States shou ld be determined by desire. No 
pu pil u nwilling to liv e by the ru les of the 
school shou ld be allowed to set foot inside a 
school bu ilding. Edu cation shou ld be made 
the highest priv ilege that society bestows on 
its apprentice citizens — 
a preparaton for 
their adu lt liv es. 
That is what it is to the v ast majority of 
pu pils. 
The trou bles being cau sed by a 
small minority . Ev en in Little Rock, all re­ 
ports agree that a handfu l of obstreperou s 
children egged on by adu lt irreconcilables 
cau sed the trou ble last y ear and are waiting 
to repeat it this y ear. 
For the school-age minority that needs sol­ 
diers with bay onets and policemen with clu bs 
to keep it in line, let there be places of de­ 
tention, presided ov er by 
wardens 
and 
gu ards. Bu t get the incorrigibles ou t of the 
classrooms. Get them ou t of contact with 
children who want to learn. Qu it letting them 
giv e edu cation in the United States a bad 
name and a handicap no edu catior shou ld ot 
be made to carry while th« re is an able- 
bodied baby -sitter left aliv e, ev en if it taks 
a bay onet or a clu b to get the job done. 
Pu tting edu cation on a v olu ntary basis 
cou ld solv e the problem in Little Rock. That’s 
more than the law can do.

Ru ssia may boast that she has 
none of ou r thou sands of district 
attorney s and assistants, ou r cou n­ 
ty recorders and treasu rers, as­ 
sessors and coroners and only a 
skeleton miniatu re of the Ameri­ 
can ju diciary of all degrees. There 
are no titles to farms and home- 
sites, bu siness bu ildings and wat­ 
erfronts which all belong to the 
state, and the sav ing by the aboli­ 
tion of stilted descriptions of real 
estate is incalcu lable. 


THEIR COURTS d e a 1 in blu nt, 
v ariable, hu mas terms, changing 
the laws to su it the political mood 
of the administration. So do ou rs, 
bu t there is no more obscu re ex ­

Two-inch lawn grass.

Compatible alarm clocks.

enou gh alone. If all these and oth­

SIDE GLANCES 


v ote to send him to war; to v ote 
for crooks who will driv e him into 
labor u nions that will repu diate 
his civ il liberties by rev oking his 
freedom to negotiate his own job 
ana to elect his u nion officers.

AS WALTER REUTHER obser- 
v ed in the workers’ paradise which 
he endorsed in raptu rou s terms, 
the common man is a simple fel­ 
low, competent at simple jobs 
which permit him to mu nch v a­ 
cantly while he waits for some bell 
to ring. He is happiest when he 
is reliev ed of decisions and the 
temptation to criticize or disagree. 
Far from try ing to ex plain that 
damned spot 
o ut, Reu ther wou ld 
hav e better lu ck with a candid 
appeal to the American common 
man to pu t aside trifles which he 
does not u nderstand and list to 
the mu sic of the regimental band, 
at lu nch and in the hou r before 
cu rfew after du sk, su bject to no 
forniddance by Petrillo. 
The Sov iets hav e lu res more 
tempting than they realized. 
In proportion to popu lation by 
American standards, Ru ssia wou ld 
now hav e 6,388.770 lawy ers prac­ 
ticing in approx imately 287,000 
cou rts and bu reau s. Actu ally she 
has abou t 76,000 in abou t 8.000 
tribu nals. 
In this cou ntry the common man 
can’t bu y a hou se or lot or be­ 
qu eath or inherit wealth withou t 
dealing in at least two attorney s. 
In Ru ssia he can’t bu y a hou se 
or lot, bequ eath or inherit. And 
lawy ers are petty officials 
in­ 
ferior to sweepers at the Moscow 
zoo.

Were Mark Twain liv ing today 
he might write: “Ev ery body is 
talking abou t labor reform bu t no 
one is doing any thing abou t it.” On 
this 1958 Labor Day , he wou ld b e 
more right than wrong. 
There hav e been glowing prom­ 
ises of cleanu ps by the u nions and 
talk and more talk of legislativ e 
action by Congress bu t v ery little 
v isible action. 
Tru e, in 1957, the AFL-CIO ex ­ 
pelled the giant Teamsters Union 
end some smaller u nions for fail­ 
u re to clean hou se. The action 
split the hou se of labor bu t pro­ 
du ced no reform of consequ ence 
In the ou sted u nions. 
Day after day , the sordid story 
of the Teamsters’ Union has been 
u nfolded before the Select Commit­ 
tee on Improper Activ ities in La- 
more familiarly known as the Mc- 
Clennan committee 
. 
There was a time when the pro­ 
portions of ev il disclosed in these 
hearings wou ld hav e giv en ev ery 
decent American cau se to shu dder 
and demand real fireworks. There 
wou ld hav e been protest rallies, 
citizen committees, petitions, fiery 
letters to newspapers and screams 
to high heav en by ev ery politician. 
Instead of reform legislation, con­ 
gress brou ght forth only a fu ll­ 
blown issu e for this fall’s election 
campaigns. The great game of po­ 
litical bu ck-passing is being play ed 
on schedu le. 
If there is any general indigna­ 
tion, it is a mild v ariety . 


HAS THE PUBLIC become shock- 
proof’ Hav e the forces of ev il 
become so powerfu l that spokes­ 
men for ju stice, freedom and per­ 
sonal dignity are afraid to speak 
ou t? 
John Kennedy , cou nsel for the 
McClellan committee, rev eals that 
it has receiv ed more than 100,000 
letters from rank-and-file u nion 
members, many written in fear of 
retaliation from their leaders. 
Hu ndreds of these letters are still 
pou ring in weekly , and the theme 
of all is this plea: “Giv e u s laws 
to protect u s from ou r leaders.” 
Does no one care what the work­ 
ingman, himself, wants? 
Mr. Kennedy reports that the let­ 
ters are not the crank v ariety bu t 
real contribu tions offering con­ 
stru ctiv e and practical programs. 
The writers believ e in u nionism, 
despite the black ey e giv en organ­ 
ized labor by some of its u n­ 
scru pu lou s leaders. They also be­ 
liev e in America. The great ma­ 
jority , Mr. Kennedy r e v e a l s , 
want: 
1. Union membership to be v ol­ 
u ntary instead of compu lsory —no 
cheakoff or u nion shop. 
2. Unions to be financially re­ 
sponsible u nder the law, like banks 
and insu rance companies. 
3. The right to present griev ­ 
ances, withou t danger of reprisals, 
before the cou rts, NLRB, Depart­ 
ment of Labor or some new federal 
agency . 
4 Self gov ernment in the u nions, 
freedom of speech and election of 
officers by secret ballot. 
The letter-writers want action, 
legislation and protection, bu t 
abov e all they want democracy . 
Their wants are concerned princi­ 


pally with organized labor bu t 
aren’t theiT problems the problems 
of all men and women, who work 
for a liv ing? 


ARE WE all, as some au thorities 
who hav e stu died the problem 
ru nning away from responsibility ? 
Are we satisfied with less than 
ou r best effort? 
In 1956 and 1957, produ ctiv ity 
showed practically no increase, y et 
wages continu ed to go higher. 
Are we try ing to reap where we 
hav e not sown? 
The Univ ersity of Michigan re­ 
cently completed a su rv ey of the 
effects of social pressu res on top 
performance in all lines of endeav ­ 
or, non-u nion as well as u nion. 
Here is what Dr. Stanley Sea­ 
shore, director of the u niv ersity 's 
Instfcu te for Social Research whicfc 
condu cted the su rv ey , has to say 
of the findings: 
“People in all jobs and stations 
of life don’t pu t forth their best ef­ 
forts for fear of incu rring the 
wrath of co-workers.” 
The su rv ey rev ealed that the 
b?rt workers are able to tu rn ou t 
50 to 100 per cent more than some 
of their less energetic associates, 
prov iding their produ ctiv ity is not 
limited by phy sical arrangements, 
su ch as the u niform speed of an 
assembly line or pressu res from 
co-workers. 
In an era which Dr.Seashore de­ 
scribes as greatly needing geniu s 
to “pu ll rabbits ou t of hats,” to in­ 
su re the coontry ’s fu tu re in sci­ 
ence, bu siness and indu stry , he con­ 
clu des “this natu ral lev eling-down 
tendency is one of the biggest 
brakes on progress.” 


IN HIS BOOK, “Work and its Dis­ 
contents,” Daniel Bell, another au ­ 
thority on social problems, notes 
“tendencies toward the ev asion oi 
work” are characteristic of ths 
American factory w o r k e r 
obsess all workers.” 
Mr 
Bell observ es that u r.liks v 
traditional featherbedding, this new 
ev asion is motiv ated not by fear 
of u nemploy ment bu t rather by a 
lost instinct of workmanship, or ths 
near impossibility of taking per 
sonal pride in the produ cts of au ­ 
tomation.” 
Other writers and observ ers hav e 
noted the same tendency in the non­ 
au tomated serv ices — repairmen. 
hea» 1 waiters, tax i driv ers etc. and 
are led to ask: “Has the direct 
connection betwen effort and re­ 
ward somehow been broken oi 
has the ‘age of plenty ’ become an 
‘ag of plenty ’ bcome an age of 
‘gold bricking?”’ 
If American workers and the: 
leaders hav e become apathetic 
abou t “gold bricking” and corru p­ 
tion, the cou ntry is in a sorry 
way . What a heritage that wou ld 
be to fu tu re generations! 
Time is ru nning ou t, bu t it is still 
not too late to heed the danger 
signals and take correctiv e action. 
There are hard cores of dedicated 
men and women inside and ou t­ 
side the ranks of organized labor 
who do believ e in America, the 
democratic way of life, and the 
v irtu e of honest toil. It is u pon 
them that hope of a brght fu tu re 
rests on this Labor Day .

Ohio’s goal of reducing the num­ 
ber of Labor Day holiday high­ 
way fatalities from last y ear’s toll 
of 23, look ed dim Sunday . 
By 6 p. m. EST 17 persons had 
been reported k illed on the state’s 
highway s. Thirty hours remain­ 
ed in the k>ng week end. The Asso­ 
ciated Press holiday period began 
at 6 p. m. (local time) Friday and 
will continue until midnight (local 
time) Monday . 
Besides the 17 highway s deaths 
seven other persons have died as 
the result of other 
accidents. 
Among these two drowned Satur­ 
day , two were k illed in an airplane 
crash Sunday , one was struck by 
lightning, 
another 
fell 
to 
his 
death and a seventh was crushed 
by a bulldozer. 
The plane crash which k illed 
My ron Jones, about 50 and his son, 
Dan. 25, occurred just north of 
Bowling Green. Th« state highway 
patrol said the one-engined plane 
apparently was caught in a gust of 
wind and went out of control, 
plunging 500 feet to the ground. 
In Independence, Stanley Rry - 
siak . 40, was struck by a bolt of 
lightning as he stood on a porch 
when rain interrupted a parade of 
little leaguers. More than a dozen 
other persons were injured slight­ 
ly by the bolt. 
David L. Ruffen, 44. of Cleve­ 
land, was k illed when he mistook 
a third floor low-silled window as 
a door, stepped through it and fell 
to concrete below. 
Saturday Edward Martin, 20, 
and his brother Thomas, 13, of 
Barre, Mass., drowned in a swim­ 
ming hole when Edward attempted 
to go to the aid of his floundering 
brother.

REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) - 
Six tiny Icelandic ships sailed 
forth Sunday to challenge a Brit­ 
ish armada of gunboats and trawl­ 
ers in on« of the most fantastic 
fish fights in history . 
The big question was: will these 
wo traditionally friendly nations 
clash at sea and k nock a strategic 
hole in the North Atlantic Treay 
Organizaion (NATO)? 
At midnight, Iceland's ban on 
trawler fishing within 12 miles ot 
its shores went into effect. Britain 
jay s the ban is illegal and her 
trawlers will continue to fish in 
those waters. 
(In London, Prime Minister Har­ 
old Macmillan suggested that the 
dispute might, be handed to the 
U.N. General Assembly when it 
opens its session Sept. 16. 
I Macmillan'6 statement raised 
the possibility of another U.N. law 
of the sea conference. He said, 
however, Britain is still willing to 
accept plans proposed by a NATO 
technical conference in Paris last 
week . He said the plans provide 
substantial advantages for Icelan 
die fishermen.) 
Iceland say s hundreds of foreign 
trawlers work ing the waters close 
to its shores are ruining its fishing 
grounds upon which the nationa 
economy depends. 
But at the strok e of midnight 
Britain will have scores of trawl 
ers within the 12-mile zone ready 
to fish. Back ing them up will be 
armed frigates of the Roy al Navy 
The 
gunboats 
and 
trawlers 
about 50 in number, were already 
gathered at three places Sunday 
afternoon, all within the 12-mile 
limit. Fifty additional trawlers 
were reported on the way . 
The fishing spots are off Breida- 
fjord, 100 miles northwest of Rey k ­ 
javik , a region off the southeast tip 
of Iceland about 17 miles away , 
and off Glettinganes, on the north­ 
east coast. 
Opposing the British challenge 
are Iceland’s six coast guard ves­ 
sels, small but armed. 
The Thor, the biggest, had steel 
shields fitted around its gunnery 
positions 
Saturday 
night. 
Also 
reedy to tak e part are two air­ 
planes, one of them borrowed from 
a private Icelandic airline. Iceland 
has no army , navy or air force. 
The Icelanders have not an­ 
nounced what they plan to do to 
violators. 


Woman's Place In 
The Home? Census 
Data Refutes It 


WASHINGTON (AP) - There 
are 32 times as many lady bar­ 
tenders now as there were in 
grandfather’s day . The number of 
male streetcar and bus conduc­ 
tors has dropped by half. Thou­ 
sands of men and women work at 
such new-fangled occupations as 
operating radios and piloting air­ 
planes, 
where none did 
half a 
century ago. 
The Census Bureau put out 
these statistics Sunday in a Labor 
Day release. It said the occupa­ 
tional trends of Americans be­ 
tween 1900 and 1950 have under­ 
gone a strik ing change. 
The ratio of the number of peo­ 
ple work ing to the total population 
remained about the same. Nearly 
59 millions persons were listed as 
having occupations in 1950, out of 
a national population of 151 mil­ 
lions, compared with 29 million 
work ers at the turn of the century 
when the population was half as 
large. 
The 
total 
of 
male 
work ers 
climbed from 24 to 42*4 million 
over this period. But the number 
of 
females 
earning 
a 
living 
jumped more than threefold, from 
5,319,397 to 16,445,105. 
In 1900 the numbers 
b f un 
sk illed work ers — Vk millions — 
and 
semisk illed 
work ers 
were 
about equal, and much larger than 
the number of sk illed craftsmen. 
By 1950 the unsk illed were out­ 
numbered 3-1 by the semisk illed 
— 12 million — and by better than 
2-1 by the sk illed — 8Vz million. 
While the number of .manual 
work ers and service work ers dou 
bled along with the population 
the white collar total quadrupled. 
The only major occupation to show 
a big drop over the half-century 
was farm work ers, down from 11 
million to 7 million.

Ike Asks for 
Honest Labor, 
Management 
(By The Asso cia ted Press) 
President Eisenhower called in 
a Labor Day statement Sunday 
for complete honesty and integrity 
in 
labor-management 
relations. 
And Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
urged union members to clean 
rack eteers 
and 
hoodlums from 
their rank s. 
Their statements came in the 
light of testimony over the past 
y ear before a Senate investigation 
committee of misuse of power and 
union funds in some labor organ­ 
izations. 
Eisenhower’s 
statement 
was 
plainly an invitation for the nex t 
Congress to get busy and enact 
legislation to curb such abuses. 
Mitchell said he was disappoint­ 
ed that the Congress just ended 
failed to act. He said "I have ev­ 
ery hope that the succeeding Con­ 
gress will see fit to do so." The 
labor secretary added that "until 
such help is available, however, 
labor’s own efforts’’ to clean house 
must continue. 
Eisenhower, vacationing at New­ 
port, R.I., put out 
a traditional 
Labor Day message say ing: 
‘ The work ing men and women 
of America have successfully met 
every challenge set before them. 
Now they are faced with the task 
of maintaining both the intricate 
equipment 
of national 
defense, 
which is the strong right arm of 
peace, and manning the constantly 
improving sy stem of national pro­ 
duction, to which our standard of 
living is secured. 
Then Eisenhower listed guaran­ 
tees of honest leadership to which 
he said the nation’s 85 million 
work ing men and women are en­ 
titled. 
“The members of employ er and 
employ e organizations,’’ he said, 
“have the right to demand from 
their leaders and administrators 
complete honesty , integrity , trust­ 
worthiness and loy alty ." 
Mitchell said 
a critical reap­ 
praisal by union members "of 
their own duties and responsibili­ 
ties must lead them to the convic­ 
tion that their organizations can 
no longer tolerate the dishonest 
leaders who have tak en dictato­ 
r'll power in some areas."

A few day s and thre« thousand 
miles ago I was briefed by men 
who had had long conversations 
with Nikita Khrushchev. He threat­ 
ened to 
k i l l 
one of them 
for asking too 
many 
embar­ 
rassing q ue s- 
tions. F o rt u- 
nately for the 
t h r e a t ened 
man, the con­ 
versations with 
t h r u s h - 
ehev were held 
victot Riesel 
in London, not 
Moscow. 
The man who had nettled Khrush­ 
chev was one of the British Labor 
p arty 
leaders, George 
Browne. 
Browne also infuriated the Russian 
dictator by telling Khrushchev’s 20- 
year-o!d son not to btlieve every ­ 
thing his father told him about the 
inevitability of a Communist vic- 
ory. 


Khrushchev overheard this and 
called for a quick translation. Then 
Khrushchev roared that in a few 
year* Britain would be in Soviet 
Communist hands. 
The British Laborites who briefed 
me on their secret talks with 
Khrushchev rep orted 
that 
they 
are certain that the Russian ruler 
will resort to thermonuclear war to 
control the globe before he be­ 
comes too old to enjoy being the 
world’s emp eror. 
T.iey found Khrushchev harder, 
tougher even than Josef Stalin. 
In fact of this, I was asked by 
some what the United States is do­ 
ing in cold brutal terms to get 
Moscow and other large Russian 
centers in the sights of our big 
missiles. I said I’d try to. rep ort it, 
and I wasn’t off the sleek TWA 
airliner two h:>urs when I p ieced 
this information together. 


WITHIN 12 MONTHS or so the 
United States will have at least six 
bases right inside our own borders 
from which we will be able to hurl 
intercontinental hydrogen 
b om b 
rockets at Moscow. 
To build these the Pentagon has 
some 500 million dollars in a sp e­ 
cial missile base construction fund. 
This is merely for the fiscal y ear 
ending in June 1959. This is an of­ 
ficial Pentagon figure. 
This half billion dollars will do 
more than merely p rovide launcn- 
ing sites for rockets which can re­ 
p lace the Kremlin and even Nikita 
Khrushchev 
with 
a 
radioactive 
hole. This half billion dollars will 
fight the Soviets by p reventing 
further recession in the United 
States. 
Pentagon officials tell me that 
construction af new missile bases 
will create five million man-days 
worth of jobs for our construction 
workers. At least 120 million dol­ 
lars of the half billion will go for 
wages. The rest for the p urchase 
of 
heavy equip ment — w h i c h 
will make for jobs in other sup p ly 
fields. 


MONEY AND MANPOWER al­ 
ready are going into four bases 
from which the 100-ton Atlas in­ 
tercontinental ballistic missile can 
bo shot right ino Moscow from our 
Northern and Western states. 
One such base is a Warren Air 
Field outside Cheyenne. Russian 
t gents have be^i taking a good 
look at this one recently . 
Then there 
ir 
Fairchild 
Air 
Force base near Sp okane, Offutt 
At Force base near Omaha, —- 
the Strategic Air Command head­ 
quarters — and Camp Cook, Cal. 
Another t y p e intercontinental 
ballistic missile called the Titan 
soon will be launchable from Lowry 
Range outside Denver. A hydrogen 
bomb can fit into its nose cone. 
Last January the Air Force be- 
gan buying land at Presque Isle, 


Maine, to house a Snark unit. The 
S n a rk is 
an 
intercontinental 
“guided” missile. Ifs a slow “air- 
breathing" missile which can de­ 
liver an H-bomb 5,000 miles. 
It 
goes only 600 miles an hour, but it 
gets there. 
This is only the beginning. But 
let’s tell the world. If we don’t, 
Khrushchev m^y win a world with­ 
out ever p utting his stubby finger 
on the p ush button c insole which 
can send his Red birds on the 
wing.

(1) It will probably be a three-stage vehicle, 


lowering some 20 stories in height. Artist’s con­ 


ception above is based upon state of present-day 
fuels and technical knowledge. 


(2) This two-man third stag» Is essentially a 


high performance rocket plane, capable of both 
atmospheric and space flight. Its wings have outer 
layers of heat-resistant material and inner layers 
of insulation and refrigerant fluid. Their large 
area will provide lift in rarefied atmosphere when 
craft returns to Earth, and' help dissipate heat 
caused-by friction.' Rockets at wing tips swivel 
36 0 degrees. They will'be used, to correct plane’s 
direction in airless space, tor slowing down when 
craft is ready to drop out of orbit and for accel­ 
eration, if necessary, upon landing. Sm all com­

there are still many puzzling fea­ 
tures about it. 
At the present 
time its exact cause is still un­ 
known, though it produces symp- 
tom$ which are easy to confuse 
with various kinds of dysentery. 
First, I should like to explain 
what is involved. 
The colon is the lower end of 
the digestive system. It loops up 
from the neighbornood 
of 
the 
appendix on the lower right side, 
passes more or less 
across the 
upper part of the abdomen, and 
goes down the left side. This por- 
toin of the intestines is important 
in many ways. 
In 
ulcerative 
colitis, 
ulcers 
form on the inside of this pas* 
sageway. Many kinds of germs 
lave been found in the ulcers, but 
none of them seems to be ex 
clusively responsible. Deficiencies 
of nutrition, allergy, nervous dis* 
orders and many other possible 
causes have been investigated. 
Severe diarrhea, often accom­ 
panied with blood, is a common 
symptom. Pain in the abdomen is 
often present but may not be se­ 
vere. 
Fever is also likely to occur, 
and this raises the strong sus­ 
picion that the underlying cause 
is an infection. It is possible, of 
course, that the infection present 
is a result of the disease rather 
than a cause of it. 
The 
diagnosis 
requires 
X^ray 
studies, examination of the waste 
material and the use of 
an in­ 
strument called a sigmoidoscope 
by means of which the physician 
can look directly at the ulcerated 
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carefully selected diet, including 
ample 
quantities of 
minerals, 
vitamins and fluids. 
It there has been a consider­ 
able loss of blood, iron or per­ 
haps blood or plasma transfusions 
may be useful. The sulfa drugs 
and antibiotic, for which high hope 
were held at first, have not proved 
uniformly successful, though they 
are often used. 
ACTH and cortisone are also 
frequently employed and may brin 
improvement, though this may turn 
out to be only temporary. 
In some serious cases which do 
not yeild to the simpler forms of 
treatment, surgery may be nec­ 
essary. It is said that when needed, 
surgery should not be too long de­ 
layed. 
On the whole, although ulcerative 
colitis is a serous and discouraging 
dsease, most people who stick by 
the treatments ordered eventually 
recover. 
Everyone hopes, however, that 
it will not he long before research 
will succeed in disclosing the cause 
and better methods of treatment.
